Chapel  plans  projects

With  nearly  half  the  revised  goal 
amount  raised  so  far,  the  Co-Lin  Chapel 
is  closer  than  ever  to  being  a  reality.  Of 
the  $400,000  goal,  approximately 
$180,000  has  been  raised  to  date. 

"The  auction  held  last  fall  was  a  real 
boost  to  the  project,"  said  Tillmon 
Bishop,  chapel  committee  chairman  of 
Brookhaven. 

The  auction,  held  Nov.  9,  brought  in 
over  $7,000  for  the  cause. 

Another  recent  fund-raising  event 
was  conducted  for  the  chapel  by  Co-Lin 
students.  Members  of  the  Alpha  Omega 
Honorary  Science  Fraternity  sold 
chances  on  an  antique  microscope. 

Students  sold  over  $1,000  worth  of 
chances  to  district  supporters  and 
friends.  The  microscope  was  donated 
by  Dr.  Phyllis  Lanier,  chairperson  of  the 
Co-Lin  science  division. 

"We  like  to  involve  students  when- 
ever possible,"  said  Bishop.  "It  adds 
another  dimension  to  the  fund-raising 


process  as  well  as  preparing  these  stu- 
dents to  be  good  donors  when  they  com- 
plete their  educational  process." 

Additional  projects  which  have  fo- 
cused on  the  chapel  recently  include  a 
phonathon  by  student  Phi  Theta  Kappa 
members  and  a  "Chapel  Church  Sunday." 

Phi  Theta  Kappa  members  manned 
the  phone  in  order  to  gain  pledges  from 
alumni  and  friends.  This  year's  event 
has  been  scheduled  for  November  3-6. 

Money  continues  to  come  in  from 
the  "Chapel  Church  Sunday."  The 
event,  held  in  October,  was  designated 
for  this  purpose  and  many  churches 
took  up  a  special  offering.  Other 
churches  sent  a  contribution  from  their 
general  fund. 

"Each  one  of  these  efforts  brings  us 
closer  to  our  goal,"  said  Bishop. 

Plans  are  to  break  ground  as  soon 
as  the  necessary  money  has  been  col- 
lected. "Hopefully  this  will  take  place 
this  fall,  possibly  in  time  for  home- 
coming," added  Bishop. 


Bishop  continued  by  saying  that 
current  negotiations  with  a  major  donor 
could  bring  this  dream  closer  to  a  reality 
for  Co-Lin.

Garner  becomes  president 


Dr.  Howell  C.  Garner  was  elected 
president  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College  District  by  the  college's 
Board  of  Trustees  during  its  executive 
session  on  February  6. 

Dr.  Garner,  who  has  served  as  dean 
of  the  college  since  1985,  succeeded  Dr. 
Billy  B.  Thames  who  announced  his  res- 
ignation that  night.  Dr.  Thames  retired 
on  June  30  after  29  and  a  half  years  as 
Co-Lin  president. 

Dr.  Garner  has  been  affiliated  with 
Copiah-Lincoln  for  23  years,  having 
joined  the  Natchez  campus  staff  as  ad- 
ministrative assistant/  assistant  dean, 
and  dean  before  moving  to  the  Wesson 
campus  as  dean  of  the  college  in  1985. 

His  other  work  experience  includes 
as  a  high  school  social  studies  teacher,  a 
business  law/ political  science  instruc- 
tor on  the  community  college  level,  an 
adjunct  instructor  in  educational  lead- 
ership at  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi  and  an  adjunct  instructor  in 
the  Academy  of  Excellence  at  Missis- 
sippi State  University.  He  has  conducted 
numerous  workshops,  presentations, 
and  seminars. 

He  holds  a  bachelor's  degree  in  po- 
litical science  from  Mississippi  State 
University,  earned  40  hours  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi  School  of  Law, 
received  a  master's  degree  in  1974  in 
educational  administration  and  a  doc- 
torate in  1981  in  educational  adminis- 
tration, both  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi. 

Dr.  Garner  was  a  member  of  "Project 
95"  as  a  member  of  a  subcommittee  on 
college  admissions  standards  from  1989- 
1991;  on  the  ECS  Teacher  Education 
Steering  Committee  in  1990-91;  mem- 
ber of  the  statewide  delegation  to  the 
National  Teacher  Education  Conference 
in  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  Feb.  1990;  member 
of  the  Mississippi  Deans  Association 
since  1980  and  having  served  as  presi- 
dent in  1987-88;  member  of  statewide 
articulation  committee  since  1987  and 
chairman  since  1991;  member  of  the 
public  Education  Forum  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Curriculum  Committee  from  1993 
to  1995;  the  Governor's  appointee  to  the 


State  Postsecondary  Review  Entity 
(SPRE)  Task  Force  in  1993-94;  on  a  task 
force  to  develop  the  Industrial  Trainer 
Program  for  USM  and  Community  Col- 
leges in  1995-96;  a  charter  member  of 
the  Natchez  Area  Chapter  of  Phi  Delta 
Kappa  since  1981;  and  a  member  of  the 
Community  College  Network  (CCN) 
Task  Force  and  current  chairman  of  the 
curriculum  committee. 

Dr.  Garner  was  selected  to  Who's 
Who  in  American  Education  in  1988-89, 
as  an  honorary  member  of  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  since  1989,  and  he  received  the 
Master  Teacher  Award  from  the  Na-

tional  Institute  for  Staff  and  Organiza- 
tional Development  in  1989  and  1995. 

Further  he  has  been  active  in  the 
Lions  Club  both  in  Natchez,  Wesson, 
and  state  and  national  levels. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Natchez 
Lions  Club  from  1976  to  1985  where  he 
served  as  secretary,  vice-president,  and 
bulletin  editor.  He  has  been  active  in  the 
Wesson  Lions  Club  since  1985,  having 
served  as  vice  president  in  1985-86, 100  % 
president  in  1988-89,  bulletin  editor  since 
1986,  and  he  received  the  Master  Key  in 
1993. 

District  Lions  offices  Dr.  Garner  has 
held  include  zone  chairman  in  1984-85, 


district  leadership  development  chair 
in  1985-87,  and  100%  district  governor 
in  1987-88.  Further  he  served  as  state 
membership  chair  from  1988  to  1991, 
and  as  state  leadership  development 
chair  from  1991  to  1994  and  from  1995  to 
the  present. 

On  an  Lions  International  level  Dr. 
Garner  was  named  a  Melvin  Jones  Fel- 
low in  1988,  was  presented  the  Lions 
International  Membership  Award  in 
1989,  the  Lions  International  President's 
Certificate  of  Appreciation  in  1992,  and 
the  Lions  International  President's  Lead- 
ership Award  in  1991  and  1996. 

He  is  also  an  annual  sustaining  (Cen- 
tury) member  of  Boys  Scouts  of  America. 

Dr.  Garner  is  a  certified  instructor 
to  teach  First  Aid  and  Safety,  CPR,  and 
CPR  for  the  Professional  through  the 
American  Red  Cross. 

In  addition,  Dr.  Garner  has  been  an 
active  member  of  the  Wesson  Chamber 
of  Commerce  since  its  inception  in  1989. 
He  served  as  vice  president  of  the  cham- 
ber in  1990,  as  president  in  1991,  and  as 
a  board  member  since  1996  with  the 
term  ending  in  1999.  Since  1993  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Copiah  County  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

Dr.  Garner  has  been  active  in  the 
Copiah  Competitive  Community  Lead- 
ership Program,  having  served  as  vice- 
chairman  of  the  founding  group,  as  pro- 
gram committee  chairman  for  the  found- 
ing group  and  in  the  leadership  Class  of 
1993. 

Dr.  Garner  is  a  Baptist  and  was 
ordained  a  deacon  in  October,  1982.  He 
served  as  chairman  of  the  deacons  from 
1984-85  and  from  1988-89. 

A  native  of  Eupora  where  he  gradu- 
ated from  high  school,  Dr.  Garner  and 
his  wife,  Candance,  who  teaches  special 
education  at  Wesson  Elementary  School, 
are  parents  of  two  sons.  Brad,  22,  is  a 
student  at  Mississippi  State  University 
in  landscape  architecture  and  a  gradu- 
ate of  Co-Lin  where  he  was  named  to 
the  college's  Hall  of  Fame.  Justin,  19,  is 
a  sophomore  at  Co-Lin,  majoring  in  en- 
vironmental engineering. 
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Thames  retires  after  29  V* 


Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  president  of 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  for 
the  past  29  years,  announced  his  retire- 
ment, effective  June  30,  to  the  college's 
Board  of  Trustees  at  its  regular  meeting 
on  Thursday,  Feb.  6. 

The  board  accepted  his  announce- 
ment with  regrets  and  appreciation  for 
his  leadership  over  the  years. 

On  January  20,  1968,  Dr.  Billy  B. 
Thames  came  to  work  at  Copiah-Lin- 
coln Community  College  as  president 
of  the  college.  The  young  34-year-old 
president  would  go  on  to  serve  longer 
than  any  of  the  previous  three  presi- 
dents and  an  acting  president. 

Progress  is  the  word  to  best  de- 
scribe Dr.  Billy  Thames. 

Upon  becoming  president,  he  would 
launch  a  building  program  over  the  next 
few  years;  launch  a  campaign  that  would 
triple  the  enrollment  over  the  years; 
launch  new  programs  that  were  benefi- 
cial to  the  college  district;  and  launch  or 
expand  new  services  to  citizens  of  the 
district,  composed  of  Adams,  Copiah, 
Franklin,  Jefferson,  Lawrence,  Lincoln 
and  Simpson  Counties. 

Dr.  Thames  would  meet  with  offi- 
cials in  Adams  County  to  establish  a 
second  campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College.  In  1972  the  Natchez 
Campus  opened,  today  serving  more 
than  1500  students  annually.  The  re- 
cently completed  $4.6  million  Natchez 
Campus  on  Beitline  Road  brought  to- 
gether the  Vocational-Technical  Pro- 
gram with  the  academic  program  on  the 
same  campus .  A  modern  Vo-Tech  Build- 
ing opened  on  the  Natchez  Campus  in 
1988. 

Dr.  Billy  Thames  was  born  in 
Monticello  in  Lawrence  County,  the  son 
of  the  late  James  C.  and  Neva  Bass 
Thames  and  one  of  four  children. 

He  is  a  1952  graduate  of  Monticello 
High  School;  a  1954  graduate  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College,  where  he 
was  selected  to  the  very  first  Hall  of 
Fame;  a  1958  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Southern  Mississippi,  after  having 
served  two  years  in  the  United  States 
Army  from  1954  to  1956. 


Dr.  Thames  would  go  on  to  receive 
a  master  of  science  degree  from  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi  in 
1959  and  a  doctorate  degree  in  1974.  He 
would  continue  to  complete  additional 
work  at  Mississippi  College,  Mississippi 
State  University,  and  the  University  of 
Mississippi. 

Dr.  Thames  began  his  career  with 
the  Jackson  Public  Schools  at  Chastain 
Junior  High  from  1959  to  1964  as  a  coach, 
teacher,  and  counselor;  as  principal  at 
McAdams  Attendance  Center  from 
1964-1965;  as  director  of  admissions  at 
Belhaven  College  from  1965  to  1968. 

Dr.  Thames  is  currently  among  the 
five  longest  serving  presidents  with  over 
25  years  in  the  nation,  a  recognition 
presented  at  last  year's  American  Com- 
munity College  Association's  annual 
meeting.  Dr.  Thames  began  his  30th 
year  as  president  of  Co-Lin  in  January, 
1997.  He  is  the  first  alumnus  chosen  as 
president  of  the  college. 

Throughout  the  years  he  has  re- 
ceived other  notable  honors,  including 


being  recognized  by  Mississippi  Col- 
lege in  1975-1976  for  its  Service  to  Hu- 
manity Award;  selected  as  one  of  eight 
Most  Distinguished  Alumnus  in  the 
United  States  by  Phi  Theta  Kappa  in 
1975;  Copiah-Lincoln's  first-ever  Alum- 
nus of  the  Year  in  1970;  and  recognized 
by  Lawrence  County  for  Betterment  of 
Life  in  Lawrence  County  in  1975.  In 
December  1996  he  was  honored  with 
the  Hope  Award  at  a  Dinner  of  Cham- 
pions given  by  the  Multiple  Sclerosis 
Society  and  the  prestigious  Service 
Award  presented  by  the  Mississippi  Hu- 
manities Council. 

Dr.  Billy  Thames  has  been  a  leader 
in  the  state  during  his  tenure  as  presi- 
dent of  Copiah-Lincoln. 

He  has  served  as  president  of  the 
Wesson  Lions  Club  three  terms;  as  past 
District;  Governor,  District  30-1  Lions 
Club;  past  chairman  of  Lions  Council  of 
Governors,  District  30;  past  chairman  of 
White  Canes  for  Lions;  and  past  presi- 
dent and  treasurer  of  Lions  Sight  Foun- 
dation.

Further  Dr.  Thames  is  an  active 
member  of  the  Brookhaven-Lincoln 
County  and  the  Copiah  County  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce.  He  is  a  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Wesson  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  Copiah  County  Cham- 
ber. 

He  served  as  chairman  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Humanities  Council  for  a  two- 
year  term  after  having  served  on  the 
council  for  a  number  of  years. 

He  is  a  past  chairman  of  the  Copiah 
Competitive  Leadership  Project  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Governor's  Task  Force  of 
Accreditation  and  the  Executive  Man- 
agement Institute.  He  is  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  Private  Industry  Council. 

In  addition,  Dr.  Thames  is  a  former 
president  of  the  Mississippi  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Community  and  Junior 
Colleges,  where  he  has  served  on  vari- 
ous committee  chairmanships  and  com- 
mittees throughout  the  years. 

Currently  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  School  Administrators 
and  chairman  of  the  Millennium 
Workforce  Group.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Mississippi  Community  College 
Foundation. 

Dr.  Thames  is  a  member,  deacon, 
and  trustee  of  Wesson  Baptist  Church. 
He  is  superintendent  of  the  Adult  Sun- 
day School  Department;  a  past  member 
of  the  Education  Commission  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention,  and  a 
past  member  of  the  Baptist  Record  Ad- 
visory Committee 

At  Co-Lin  Dr.  Thames  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  expansion  of  the 
college's  alumni  association  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  college's  foundation 
office  with  the  addition  of  nearly  100 
scholarships  and  an  active  fund-raising 
group.  He  has  established  the  division 
of  student  services;  the  expansion  of  the 
vocational-technical  division  to  include 
numerous  new  programs  on  both  cam- 
puses; the  One  Stop  Career  Center;  the 
Learning  Center  which  has  been  a  model 
for  other  such  facilities  across  the  na- 
tion; expansion  of  library  faculties  and 
services;  established  math  and  reading 


labs;  and  expansion  of  computer  pro- 
grams. The  Associate  Degree  in  Nurs- 
ing program  has  attracted  hundreds  of 
applicants. 

The  list  of  expansions  and  the  addi- 
tion of  new  programs  could  go  on  and 
on. 

During  Dr.  Thames'  presidency, 
buildings  have  gone  up  all  over  the 
Wesson  campus.  Constructed  during

Charlie  Ward  Football  Practice  Field, 
Otho  Messer  Vocational-Technical 
Building,  D  wight  Harris  Transportation 
Center,  Dan  Watson  Physical  Plant 
Building,  J.S.  Youngblood  Building,  R.E. 
"Bob"  Anderson  Vocational  Building, 
Franklin  Hall  and  Simpson  Hall,  and 
the  James  H.  Stribling  Associate  Degree 
Nursing  Building. 

Renovated  during  his  tenure  are 
the  J.M.  Ewing  Administration  Build- 
ing and  Rea  Auditorium;  the  Gertrude 
Mutton  Building;  Smith  Hall;  Memorial 
Building  with  a  wing  added;  Callender 
Hall;  L.  Russell  Elizey  Hall;  Lincoln 
County  Hall;  Copiah  County  Hall; 
Graydon  L.  Mullen  Gymnasium;  Jessie 
Sandifer  Communications  Building; 
Josie  Ellis  Hall,  and  the  J.J.  Wesson  Build- 
ing. Present  plans  are  for  the  renovation 
of  the  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Building. 

The  construction  of  the  first  Co-Lin 
Golf  Course  of  nine  holes  was  built  after 
Dr.  Thames  became  president.  This  fall 
the  new  18-hole  Wolf  Hollow  Golf 
Course  was  completed  and  is  now  open. 

Dr.  Billy  Thames  has  seen  the  col- 
lege grow  in  every  way  possible  —  stu- 
dent-wise, faculty  and  staff  wise,  and 
physical-wise. 

He  has  seen  the  college's  athletic 
program  expand,  with  the  football  and 
basketball  programs  gaining  nationally 
recognition.  Both  programs  have  at 
times  seen  nationally-ranked  and  have 
participated  in  national  tournaments. 
Today  an  inter  collegiate  program  is 


offered  in  football,  men's  and  women's 
basketball,  women's  softball,  men's  and 
women's  tennis,  track,  and  golf.  A  new 
soccer  field  has  been  constructed  re- 
cently. Plans  are  to  expand  the  field  for 
softball. 

The  new  bridge  over  the  railroad 
tracks  from  Highway  51  to  the  campus 
has  been  a  great  accomplishment  for  Dr. 
Thames.  Not  only  does  the  bridge  pro- 
vide a  direct  and  safe  entrance  to  the 
campus,  but  it  also  opened  the  Wesson 
campus  to  direct  accessibility. 

Dr.  Thames  has  been  one  of  the 
state's  most  progressive  presidents.  The 
college  has  achieved  many  "firsts"  un- 
der his  leadership.  The  audio-tutorial 
laboratory  for  biology  students  was  the 
first  of  its  kind  on  any  college  campus  in 
the  Southeastern  University.  The  prac- 
tical laboratory  for  business  technology 
was  also  a  first.  WCLL-FM  became  the 
first  non-commercial  educational  radio 
station  on  any  college  campus  in  1970. 
The  Senior  AIDES  Program  became  the 
only  program  of  its  kind  in  the  entire 
nation  on  any  college  campus  in  1972 
and  is  only  one  of  two  on  any  college 
campus  today.  The  Learning  Center  has 
been  a  leader,  providing  services  for  all 
students. 

Dr.  Billy  Thames  is  married  to  the 
former  Anne  Allen  of  Monticello,  a 
former  teacher. 

They  are  parents  of  three  children, 
Mrs.  Rachel  Peeples,  an  instructor  at 
Mississippi  College  who  has  completed 
her  Ph.D.  from  Florida  State;  Rebecca 
Thames,  a  University  of  Southern  Mis- 
sissippi and  University  of  Mississippi 
School  of  Law  graduate,  who  is  a  special 
assistant  in  the  Mississippi  Attorney 
General's  office;  and  William  Thames,  a 
Mississippi  State  University  graduate, 
and  an  officer  in  the  United  States  Navy, 
stationed  at  Meridian.  They  are  grand- 
parents of  one  granddaughter,  Ashley 
Anne  Peeples. 

This  year  the  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Build- 
ing was  scheduled  for  renovation  and 
the  Alumni  Association  plans  to  com- 
plete a  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  the 
construction  of  a  non-denominational 
chapel  on  the  Wesson  campus. 
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Foote,  Spencer  receive  Wright  awards 


Mississippi  writers  Shelby  Foote 
and  Elizabeth  Spencer  have  been  named 
the  1997  Richard  Wright  Literary  Excel- 
lence Award  winners  and  accepted  their 
medals  at  the  Natchez  Literary  Celebra- 
tion on  May  31. 

The  announcement  of  this  year's 
winners  in  fiction  and  non-fiction  writ- 
ing came  from  Dr.  David  G.  Sansing, 
chairman  of  the  nominating  committee 
and  former  University  of  Mississippi 
history  professor. 

"The  committee  is  delighted  with 
our  selections  and  equally  thrilled  that 
both  Mr.  Foote  and  Ms.  Spencer  joined 
us  in  Natchez  for  the  conference," 
Sansing  said. 

"These  are  truly  literary  giants  of 
their  times  whose  works  represent  some 
of  the  best  among  Southern  and  even 


among  all  American  writers,"  he  said. 

Foote,  winning  for  his  life's  work  in 
non- fiction,  is  best  known  for  his  monu- 
mental historical  work,  "The  Civil  War," 
three  volumes  written  during  a  period 
of  20  years. 

"Mr.  Foote  also  has  produced  a  fine 
body  of  fiction,  but  he  became  interna- 
tionally acclaimed  for  his  historical 
books  after  the  1991  PBS  adaptation  of 
the  Civil  War  works,"  Sansing  said. 

Foote  was  born  in  Greenville  in  1916. 
His  writing  career  began  during  his  stu- 
dent days  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  where  he  contributed  to  the 
school's  literary  journal. 

"Ms.  Spencer,  our  fiction  winner, 
has  written  many  highly  successful  nov- 
els and  collections  of  short  stories," 
Sansing  said. "  Many  of  her  fans  remem- 


ber especially  'The  Light  in  the  Piazza,' 
a  1960  novel  which  was  made  into  a 
popular  movie  by  the  same  name  in 
1962." 

The  Natchez  Literary  Celebration 
opened  on  May  29  and  featured  more 
than  a  dozen  scholarly  lecture  on  the 
theme,  "Famous  Southern  Families  in 
Fact  and  in  Fiction." 

The  three-day  conference,  which 
also  included  a  play,  a  film  and  two 
tours,  offered  opportunities  for  partici- 
pants at  the  conference  to  purchase 
books  written  by  the  lecturers  and  to 
have  them  autographed,  Sansing  said. 

The  Celebration,  in  its  eighth  year, 
was  sponsored  by  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College,  the  Mississippi  Depart- 
ment of  Archives  and  History  and  the 
Natchez  National  Historical  Park. 


The  Family  in  the  South':  NLC  theme 


Southern  families  with  their  tried- 
and-true  traditions  may  have  an  edge 
on  other  American  clans  when  times  get 
tough. 

That's  the  view  of  Dr.  William  Ferris, 
whose  lecture,  "Belonging:  The  Family 
in  the  South,  An  Overview,"  introduced 
the  1997  Natchez  Literary  Celebration, 
May  29-31. 

"Family  has  always  been  signifi- 
cant in  the  South,"  said  Ferris,  director 
of  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Southern 
Culture  at  the  University  of  Mississippi. 

Following  the  theme,  "Famous 
Southern  Families  in  Fact  and  in  Fic- 
tion," the  Literary  Celebration  hosted 
more  than  a  dozen  scholars  whose  top- 
ics ranged  from  aristocrats  to  rednecks 
and  from  philosophers  to  poets  — real 
and  fictional. 

The  eighth  annual  Celebration  took 
place  at  The  Natchez  Eola  Hotel.

Work-based  learning  provides  key  to  future 


In  1994,  the  Mississippi  Department 
of  Education,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Mississippi  Manufacturers  Association, 
convened  with  a  group  of  key  stake- 
holders. The  purpose  of  the  meeting 
was  to  address  the  relevance  of  voca- 
tional-technical education  training  pro- 
grams in  meeting  the  needs  of  busi- 
ness/ industry.  Findings  and  recommen- 
dations from  this  meeting  led  to  the 
establishment  of  a  program  entitled 
Work-Based  Learning.  This  program 
blends  classroom  instruction  (occupa- 
tional/academic), and  structured  learn- 
ing experiences  at  the  work-site. 

Work-Based  Learning  prepares  stu- 
dents for  current  and  future  careers  in, 
a  highly  technical  workplace  by  bridg- 
ing the  gap  between  school  and  the 
workplace,  providing  structured  entry 
for  students  through  educationally 
sound,  occupationally  specific,  and  in- 
dustry-driven learning  programs;  and 
providing  a  vehicle  for  industry  to  be- 
come a  contributing  partner  in  reshap- 
ing education  within  a  local  commu- 
nity. 

The  program  is  built  on  a  founda- 
tion of  three  core  elements:  school-based 
learning  (classroom  instruction  based 
on  high  academic  and  occupational  skill 
standards),  work-based  learning  (work 
experiences,  structured  training,  and 
mentoring  at  job  sites),  and  connecting 
activities  (developing  courses  that  inte- 
grate classroom  and  on-the-job  instruc- 
tion, matching  students  with  participat- 


ing employers,  training  job  site  men- 
tors, and  building  and  maintaining 
bridges  between  school  and  work). 

The  mission  of  the  Work-Based 
Learning  Program  at  Co-Lin  is  to  have 
all  of  the  stakeholders  benefit  from  the 
program: 

•  Students  have  more  opportunities 
for  good  jobs  after  graduation,  obtain 
actual  work  experience  while  going  to 
school,  develop  potential  contacts  that 
may  broaden  employment  options, 
boost  self-confidence  and  experience 
success  at  school  and  work,  and  get 
personal  assistance  in  attaining  educa- 
tion and  career  goals. 

•  Employers  gain  access  to  an  ex- 
panded pool  of  qualified  applicants, 
influence  curriculum  development  to 
meet  industry  requirements,  evaluate 
potential  employees  in  work  settings 
prior  to  hiring,  and  improve  the  quality 
of  life  in  the  community. 

•  Instructors  increase  college  place- 
ment and  employment  rates  of  gradu- 
ates, participate  in  improved  opportu- 
nities for  professional  development,  in- 
tegrate technical  instruction  with  actual 
work  and  life  experiences,  reduce  drop- 
out rates,  improve  attendance  and  in- 
crease enrollment,  and  come  to  better 
understand  real-world  applications  of 
technical  knowledge. 

•  Government  and  community-based 
groups  participate  in  the  development 
of  a  skilled  workforce,  enhance  the  em- 
ployability  of  students,  and  stimulate 


local  economic  growth  through  an  ex- 
panded skilled  workforce  and  taxpayer 
base. 

Co-Lin  vocational-technical  stu- 
dents are  eligible  for  the  Work-Based 
Learning  Program  based  on  their  grades, 
attitude  towards  work,  and  recommen- 
dations from  their  instructors.  They 
work  as  paid  student  trainees  in  indus- 
tries for  at  least  15  hours  a  week  and 
receive  college  credit  for  their  work  ex- 
periences as  well.  As  part  of  the  school- 
based  component,  they  receive  instruc- 
tion in  a  Work-Based  Learning  curricu- 
lum which  is  directly  related  to  the  find- 
ings from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor's 
Secretary's  Commission  on  Achieving 
Necessary  Skills  (SCANS).  Instruction 
includes  working  in  teams  solving  prob- 
lems, and  meeting  employer  expecta- 
tions. 

According  to  Ellen  Martin,  Co-Lin's 
Work-Based  Learning  Coordinator, 
Mississippi's  students  will  see  a  bright 
light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel  when  they 
enter  the  Work-Based  Learning  Pro- 
gram. They  are  able  to  see  a  direct  con- 
nection between  what  they  are  learning 
in  the  classroom  and  what  they  will  be 
doing  after  graduation.  "This  program 
will  certainly  change  the  student's  per- 
spective about  the  importance  of  class- 
room instruction,"  says  Martin.  "The 
State  Department  of  Education  views 
Work-Based  Learning  as  the  quality 
management  system  for  technology 
education.

The  Natchez  campus  has  been  ex- 
ceedingly busy  over  the  last  few  months,
